Sherry  Grauer  is  an  important  Canadian  artist  who  has 
exhibited  with  the  Bau-Xi  Gallery  since  1965.  She  works  on 
the  borderline  between  paintings  and  sculpture,  “passing 
through  relief  both  ways”,  as  she  puts  it.  Her  new  canvas 
reliefs  take  advantage  of  the  best  properties  of  each  to  convey 
a sense  of  scale,  drama  and  presence. 

Beginning  with  large,  flat  sheets  of  canvas,  Grauer  shaped 
these  paintings  as  topographies  resembling  the  shoreline 
patterns  of  West  Coast  beaches.  Iridescent  pigments  and 
modelled  tonal  contrasts  imply  a rush  of  movement  and 
direction.  The  material  three-dimensionality  is  further 
emphasized  or  diminished  as  Grauer  plays  off  simulations  of 
light  and  shadow  with  the  actual  ambient  lighting  in  the 
gallery 

The  six-feet  acrylic  canvases,  with  their  bold  and  uneasy 
colours,  move  from  stylized  seascapes  to  glittering  cropped 
abstracts.  The  “paths”  she  makes,  like  tidal  ripples  imprinted 
in  the  sand,  are  not  meant  to  be  followed  visually  or  physically:  they  are  shimmering,  gestalted  fields 
of  broken  line  that  imitate  sunlight  on  waves,  or  splashes  of  water  frozen  at  the  moment  of  their 
greatest  extension  between  fixed  shapes.  © Mia  Johnson

INTERNATIONAL  TERMINAL  BUILDING  — VANCOUVER 

AIRPORT  — Central  Salish  Indian  culture,  situated  at  the 
mouth  of  the  Fraser  River,  was  one  of  the  first  of  the  coastal 
native  societies  to  be  inundated  and  quickly  transformed  by 
European  presence.  Its  distinctive  craft  and  design  tradition 
disintegrated  in  the  face  of  overwhelming  technology.  When 
Susan  A.  Point,  a member  of  the  Musqueam  band  in 
southwest  Vancouver  (a  few  miles  from  from  the  International 
Airport),  began  her  art  studies  she  employed  methods  and 
materials  solely  of  the  European  tradition. 

In  her  late  twenties,  Point  began  pursuing  her  Coast  Salish 
roots  in  the  scant  and  incomplete  information  found  among 
museum  collections,  which  were  often  richer  in  the  art  and 
artifacts  of  other  tribes.  She  became  singularly  adept  in 
intuiting  and  completing  design  motifs  from  fragmentary  bits 
of  wood,  bone  and  antler,  and  eventually  was  able  to  formalize 
a set  of  design  elements  such  as  wedge,  “U”  and  crescent  shapes  which  are  quintessentially  Salish  in 
disposition.  Point  was  particularly  drawn  to  the  broad  symbolism  of  the  circular  spindle  whorl,  a 
pierced  and  decorated  wood  disk  which  could  be  mounted  on  a shaft  to  wind  spun  wool. 

In  a career  which  began  with  drawing,  painting,  print  and  jewellery-making,  Point  has  rapidly 
graduated  to  large  public  commissions  such  as  the  installation  which  now  sets  off  the  mezzanine  and 
main  stairway  of  International  Arrivals.  Two  17-foot  Coast  Salish  Woman  House  Posts  on  the  main 
floor  frame  a monumental  16-foot-diameter  Coast  Salish  spindle  which  hovers  at  the  top  of  the  stairs.

The  UBC  Museum  of  Anthropology 
has  added  an  ancestor  figure  and 
two  houseposts  by  Susan  Point  to  its 
outdoor  sculpture  complex  of 
Northwest  Coast  native  art. 


While  the  nominal  theme  of  this  installation  is  “Flight”, 
Point  takes  the  opportunity  of  welcoming  travellers  to  the 
world  she  has  re-discovered:  a benign  and  gracefully- 
enfolded  coexistence  of  men  and  women  under  the  sun  and 
moon,  eagles  and  salmon,  fishers  and  flying  geese.  These  are 
worked  into  the  labyrinthine  swirl  of  Salish  wedges,  “U”s 
and  crescents:  the  signature  of  her  people.  © Ted  Lindberg-

HARRISON  ART  GALLERIES,  VANCOUVER  Date  - Francine 
I Gravel  is  a Canadian  painter  and  printmaker  who  has  become 
I well-known  internationally  over  the  past  decade,  particularly 
I for  her  images  of  musicians.  Theatre  music,  dance,  the  circus 
I and  the  carnival  have  been  recurrent  and  immediately 
I recognizable  signature  themes  in  both  her  paintings  and  prints. 

Gravel  creates  fantasy  narratives  around  pensive,  simplified 
1 figures  in  symbolic,  dream-like  worlds.  Her  work  is  particularly 
I reminiscent  of  the  styles  of  Chagall,  Modiglinani  and  Picasso. 

1 With  their  archetypal  themes  and  figures,  the  parables  imply  a 
I tension  between  austerity  and  bleakness  on  one  hand,  and 
I hope  and  transcendence  on  the  other.  Often  moody  and 
I meditative,  at  the  same  time  they  intend  to  “exorcise”  the 
I ugliness  of  reality  by  paying  tribute  to  illusory  sensations  of 
I light  and  form.

Jean-Michel  Basquiat,  once  known  as  “a  controversial  graffiti 
artist”,  died  in  1988  at  the  age  of  27.  His  career  was  short  but 
forcible.  Highly  semiotic,  his  mural-size  paintings  with  their 
resonances  of  African  art,  jazz,  reggae  and  rap  music  are  a 
pastiche  of  symbols,  text  and  references. 

They  appear  almost  child-like  in  style  today,  in  an  uneasy 
cross  between  Guernica  and  sidewalk  drawings.  The  surfaces 
are  unformatted.  His  signs  and  symbols  wander  across  them 
in  a chaotic  mix  of  allusions  that  overlap,  repeat  and  converge. 

Like  a mad  diagrammed  Basquiat  sought  to  map  violence  as  a 
street  attitude. 

Basquiat's  work  questioned  modernist  notions  of 
legitimacy,  authorship  and  proprietorship  during  the  1960s 

and  70s.  This 

was  a time  when  iconographic  imagery  and 
multicultural  allusions — such  as  Egyptian  hieroglyphs, 
Roman  numerals  and  French,  Spanish  and  Italian 
text — had  few  points  of  reference  in  the  history  of  art. 
His  vocabulary  of  icons  for  technology  and  copyright 
was  uniquely  postmodern.

originally  were  intended  for  use  by  the  French-Canadian  aristocracy  of  for  the  celebration  of  the  j 
Roman  Catholic  mass.  Chased,  hammered,  fretted,  voluted,  fluted  or  incised,  they  demonstrate  a 
breadth  of  techniques. 

During  the  second  half  of  the  19th  Century,  a strong  national  style  began  to  emerge  which  had  an 
emphasis  on  naturalism.  Later  works  in  the  collection  incorporate  references  to  Canadian  nationalism 
and  the  customs  of  Quebec  society,  with  images  taken  from  local  flora  and  fauna.  Motifs  unique  to  the 
later  period  include  the  maple  leaf,  the  beaver  and  symbols  of  archery,  snowshoeing,  skating  and  j

As  he  says  himself,  his 
struggle  between  abstraction  and  representation  is  “one 
hundred  artists  deep”  in  its  influences  and  sources. 

Smith’s  artistic  language,  however,  has  managed  to  remain 
uniquely  his  own — no  matter  how  its  form  moves  from 
representation  to  abstraction  or  back  again.  He  has  been  an 
analytical  and  conservative  artist  who  constantly  critiques  his 
own  work.  From  brawny  abstracts  to  elegant  and  light-filled 
pond  paintings,  with  their  sense  of  resolution  and  dissolution, 
Smith  has  been  a painter  of  deliberation.

BUTTERS  GALLERY,  PORTLAND  October  1 - November  1 - Portland  painter  Ted  Katz  is  part  of  an 
enviable  generation,  perhaps  the  last,  which  lucidly  understands  the  parameters  of  directly  applying 
medium  to  a flat,  square  or  rectangular  support,  creating  a wholly  self-referential  statement  which 
through  its  artist-assisted  exponential  growth  of  line,  shape,  colour  and  texture  can  shape  its  own 
synchronous  resolution.  This  is  not  so  much  a “style”  as  it  is  a covenant  between  the  painter  and  his 
materials — that  the  only  allowable  subject  of  a painting  is  paint — and  that  these  parameters  also 
exclude  a lot  of  other  extraneous  things  such  as 
autobiography,  language,  copying  from  the  visible  universe, 
propaganda,  record-keeping  and  home  decoration:  strictly  a 
private  discourse,  which  eventually  may  become  public.  The 
reward  the  painter  gets,  by  adhering  to  the  rules  of  this  game, 
is  that  without  further  shilly-shallying,  he  can  set  up  the  board 
(as  in  chess)  and  start  all  over  again,  confident  that  there  is 
really  no  beginning  and  no  end  to  possibilities  and  that  each 
time  he  has  no  idea  what  will  happen.  The  prospects  are 
exciting  and  simply  inexhaustible. 

First  confronting  a Katz  painting  is  like  inadvertently 
interrupting  a heated  discussion  among  painterly  elements. 

The  elements  may  stop  talking  and  glare  at  you.  Excuse 
yourself,  and  presently  they  go  back  to  their  discussion.  If  you 
are  lucky  and  alert,  they  may  invite  you  to  join  in.  If  you  lived 
with  such  a painting,  the  discussion  would  resume  each  day 
when  the  sun  came  up,  and  it  is  likely  that  you  would  never 
completely  commit  it  to  memory  Not  like  Whistler’s  Mother 
or  the  Mona  Lisa.  © Ted  Lindberg

Leningrad  painter  who  has  not  only  brought  with  himself  a rigourous  academic  training  in  both 
figurative  rendering  and  dramaturgical  composition,  but  a capacity  for  effortlessly  turning 
I commonplace  sociological  and  domestic  confrontations  into  convincing  works  of  Surrealism  and 
Magic  Realism.  Born  in  1957,  his  likely  vivid  memories  of  a dysnfunctional  society  with  its  alienation, 
j secrecy  and  impassivity  seem  still  to  condition  a world  he  invents,  but  his  focus  is  not  political  so 
much  as  palpably  psychological.  It  is  as  if  he  has  discovered  the  soft  underbelly  of  socialist  realism  to 

be,  in  effect,  a mysterious  and  uncharted  “socialist 
surrealism.” 

Petrov  has  rightly  inferred,  even  from  his  classical 
European  masters,  that  a darker  vision,  whether 
observed  through  Velazquez’  preternatural  children 
and  dwarfs,  or  early-Picasso’s  pinched  and  sad  circus 
people,  (or  for  that  matter,  Balthus’  adolescent  girls 
transported  in  states  of  dreamlike  eroticism)  produces 
an  edge  which  is  un-ignorable  and  indelible.  His 
fantasy  players,  dressed  variously  in  rococo  finery, 
slaughterhouse  aprons,  bullfighter  jackets,  their  night- 
clothes or  underwear,  act  out  mute  scenerios  in 
blighted,  Chernobylean  landscapes,  or  on  stages 
backdropped,  perhaps,  to  indicate  the  temporality  of

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The  Life  and  Art  of  Vaslav  Nijinsky 

FRYE  ART  MUSEUM,  SEATTLE  September  26  - 
November  16  - After  a nervous  breakdown  in  1918, 

Vaslav  Nijinsky,  one  of  the  most  celebrated  dancer- 
choreographers  of  the  twentieth  century  was 
institutionalized  in  Switzerland  and  effectively  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life  finding  expression  solely 
through  drawing  and  painting.  Although  his  work  was 
exhibited  professionally  on  several  occasions  and 
supported  by  friends  as  eminent  as  Jean  Cocteau,  its 
minimalist,  modernist  forms  could  not  begin  to 
compete  with  the  ever-persistent  image  and  legend  of  Vaslav  Nijinsky,  Third  Eye  (191 6-1 917),  watercolour 
Nijinsky  the  dancer  and  demigod.  His  geometric  (Frye  Art  Museum,  Seattle,  Sept  26-Nov  1 6) 
designs,  characteristically  based  on  curves,  circles  and 

spirals  and  executed  in  a spare  palette  of  reds,  blues  and  black,  were  amateur  but  nevertheless 
consistent  with  the  most  advanced  contemporaneous  explorations  of  reductive  abstraction  being 
created  by  artists  such  as  Paul  Klee,  Frantisek  Kupka  and  Theo  Van  Doesburg. 

In  a Nijinsky  Archives  exhibition  organized  by  the  Severin  Wunderman  Museum,  Irvine, 
California,  which  includes  67  watercolours  and  drawings  by  Nijinsky,  73  works  by  other  artists 
celebrating  his  dance  and  arresting  male  beauty,  and  numerous  posters,  costumes,  dance  equipment 
and  historical  photographs,  the  anomalies  of  two  distinctive  artforms  are  placed  side  by  side:  the 
phenomenon  of  dance  and  the  timelessness  of  graphic  art.  During  Nijinsky’s  brief  dance  career,  which 
ended  at  age  29,  his  entire  substance  was  expressed  through  it.  What  is  more  provocative,  perhaps,  is 
whether  his  spiritual  component  can  be  clearly  evinced  in  these  seemingly  unassuming  compositions.
